Decatur, September 20,—DeKalb superior 
court met last Monday, with Judge George 
Hillyer presiding. Jadge James M. Smith was 
chosen foreman of the grand jury. Up to 
this date cases on the civil docket only have 
been tried. . To-day the criminal docket was 
taken up and cases disposed of rapidiv. One 
of the most interesting cases disposed of was 
that of the State vs, Milt. Roberts, charged 
with arson in attempting toset fire to the 
Georgia chemical works early in the year. 
The defendant was represented by Jobn &. 
Candier, of yourcity. At the March term of 
the court Roberts was convicted and sentenced 


to the penitentiary. During vacation Mr, 
Candler has worked up his case witb tireless 
. energy, and a result of his labor was the dis- 
charge of his client this morning. It is 
thought the criminal docket can be disposed 
of by Friday or Saturdays On Monday next 
several large damage cases against the Stone 
Mountain Granite company have been set for 
trial. Court will probably adjourn about 
Tharsday or Friday of mext' week. 
At the noon recess of court on Friday, 22d, 
Hon. N. J. Hammond, of your city, will ad- 
dregs the people on the political isswes of the 
day. Our people expect a fine speech from 
him. General Gartrell’s friends ve been 
announcing dates for him to speak here dur- 
ing court, but as yet he has mot put in an ap- 
pearance. Our town bas never, seen such a 
season of prosperity as she is. now enjoying. 
It is already one of the prettiest towns in the 
state, and new and valuable improvements 
are being made daily. The old ,Akin store- 
house, on the corner of the public square, has 
been torn down and moved to another part 
of the town, by Mr. G. .A. Ramspeck, and 
converted into a small dwelling house. The 
old Kirkpatrick furniture shop is being torn 
down, and Mr. D. W. Kirkpatrick will build 
on the lot a handsome cottage residence. Val- 
uable changes and improverments are being 
made inthe Presbyterian church building. 


MONROE COUNTY: 


The Nominating Convention at Forsyth and It 
Work—Abeout the Nominees.

 Forsytu, September. “19,—The nominating 
convention of Monroe county assembied in 
Forsyth, to-day at 10 a.m. It consisted of 
forty-eightdelegates. Captain T.B. Williams 
was called to the chair, and a committee of 
one from each district was appointed iv report 
rules for the guidance of the convention, who 
discharged that. duty by reporting t at the 
two-thirds rule be adopted, for the first ten 
ballots, and after that the majority rule, which 
was unanimously adopted, The following 
gentlemen..were put in nomination: G. G. 
Fiynt, W. H. Beal KE. B. Tayler, W. T. May- 
nard apd J.T. McGinty. . After several inef- 
fectual ballots, an adjournmeut was made 
until afternoon. On'‘reassembling, upen the 
seventh ballot G.G. Flynt was nominated, 
receiving thirty-three votes. Upon the tenth 
ballot W. H. Head received twenty-six votes, 
a majority, and then, upon motion, the point 
having arrived for a change of ruie, he was 
nominated byaceclamation. Mr. Taylor made 
a strong race, and oply Mr. Flynt’s previous 
service gave, the latter gentleman the adyan- 
tage. 

The nominations give great satisfaction, and 
it was previously thought beforehand tia: 
these two names would be the choice of the 
convention . The result:was peculiarly grati- 
fying # the friendsof both the ponmunees, as 
a tight bad becn made on the, record of Mr. 
Flynt and the action of the cenventionu was 
equivalent to an. indorsement and a vilter 
assault had been begun on Mr. Head in the 
primary elections iu.two or three of the dis- 
tricts on #eturday tast,. The neminecs are 
both men of bigh imielligence and character 
and. their. election ,§¢ already essared.

GARTRELL IAT DOUGLASVILLE 


The Doughty General Again Refuses to Divide Time 
With a Velitical Opponent.

DOUGLASVILLE, September 20.— Yesterday: 
was a lively time in this usually quiet town. 
It hdd been announced for several days that 
General Gartrell would speak here on his 
claims to the governorship, and it was also 
well known that D, Pike Hill, of Atlanta, 
would be present to reply to him. The pros- 
pect of hearing a lively discussion brought a 
good crowd into town, and by 11 o’clock there 
must have been nearly four hundred people 
in and around the court house, General Gar- 
trell refused to divide time with Mr. Hill, 
saying that he would discuss in this campaign 
with Mr. Stephens only. Mr. Hil! then de 
manded that the general should tell the peo- 
ple that he meant tospeak. This Genera! 
Gartrell did, and then proceeded to make his 
regulation stump speech. He met with 
little encouragement, and was rewarded 
with little applause. When he’ had finished 
Mr. Hill arose and said he would say some 
very plain things about General Gartrel!, aud 
was sotry he could not stay to hear them.” The 
general went oOltside the conrt honse, but 
lingered about so long that he’was left. He 
then came in and heard all Mr, Hill's Tagan 
which may be termed a ‘‘rattter.”’ e fre- 
quently brought a hearty cheer from the 
crowd, clearly showing that he had the senti- 
ment of the people with him. After he con- 
cluded R. A. Massey made a few remarks in 
reply, but Mr. Hill corrected some of his 
statements in a very atausing way, and threw 
in ahother good stroke. The crowd them dis- 
persed to discuss the cvents of the day and 
the probable majority for Stepheysin Doug- 
las, Genbral Gartrell has some acme 
friends here, but the mass of the people prefer 
Mr. Stephens for governor, and will so ex-

GEORGIa’S CRIMES 


DETAILS OF. RECENT SHOCKING 
OCCURRENCES. — 


A Negro Ruffian’s Outrage of a Mother When Alone 
With an Infant Cnild—Shot With Eleven Buck- 
shot. Wh.le Enforcing a Distress War. 
rant—Beard’s Blade and its Work. 


From the Wrightsville, Ga., Recorder. 

On Monday last a hegro viltain by the name 
of “Gus Knight,”” when on his way to the 
mills of Messrs. Donovan & Perkins, (where 
he had been at work), in the lower part of 
Jefferson county, passed by the residence of 
Mr. Harman McDaniel, a very highly re- 
spected citizen of said county, and finding 
Mr. McDaniel absent, took advantage of the 
situation to perpetrate an outrage upon Mrs. 
McDaniel, she being alone with her infant 
child. After accowplishing his hellish de- 
sign amid entreaties of mercy and to ‘‘spare 
life,’”’ from a helpless woman, the brute left 
and went to his work at the mill. The alarm 


was soon given, and the officers of the law in 
company with other citizens was soon 
on track of the fiend, and soon suc- 
ceeded ™ capturing him, who voluntarily 
confessed the crime  Afteralegal preiimina- 
ry trial was had, he wascommitted. The jail 
being some fifteen miles distant, the efficient 
and worthy bailiff, Mr. J. K. Mixon, procured 
a good guard preparatury to carrying him to 
jail the next morning. When about mid- 
night, an unknown party rushed into the 
room, overpowered the officer and guard, and 
carried the prisoner off. Atthis writing the 
whereabouts of tie prisoner is still unknown. 
Asamutter of comment upon this unfortu 

nate affair, we willsay that the lady, who was 
the victim, was a lady of high respectability, 
her fasbér and family being well known in 
this county, and is well wortby of the sympa- 
thy of the whole community. .

The details of the killing, as we now have 
them, are not sufficientiy authentic to give us 
sacts, dence we refrain from stating them as 
true. ‘Lhey are sufficiently certain for us to 
Say that Mr. Hester was a.tenant of Mr, Prior, 
and at the time of the killing, Mr. Prior 
was endeavoring to enforce a distress 
warrant for his» rent, and _proceed- 
ed to Hester’s house for that purpose, when a 
quarrel ensued. Prior demanding his rent 
and Hester replying that it was not due, but 
he would pay it shortly, when Prior replied 
to Hester, ‘‘ You are a liar, and a damned liar, 
you do not intend to pay it.’ Hester then 
resorted to the use of a rake, and Prior to his 
pistol,, Prior t\red.at Hester. who ran around

in the yard with Hester’s father, Arch Hester, 
fired the fatal shot. Prior died immediately.

The Cotton Gin a Wilkes;Gounty Invention. 
From the Washington, Ga, Gazette 

Eli Whitney, the inventor of the cetton 

in, conceived the ideas of this invention and 

uilt his first gin in this county. He livec 
here for a number of years, and the house in 
which he first operated his crude machine is 
still standing. In the place of the saws, 
which were invented later, he used short 
pieces of wire and drove them in the cylin 
der. As the cylinder revolved the ends of the 
wire passed between the rigs and separated 
the seed from lint cotton. When the wire 
points were so full of cotton that they could 
take on no more the cylinder was stopped 
and taken off by hand. Whitney was 
exhibiting his machine to some ladies 
one day, and as he revolved the cylinder and 
the cotton was accumulating on it, one of the 
ladies took an ordinary hair brush and 
brushed the lint off the iron points. The in- 
ventor looked up suddenly and exclaimed: 
‘‘Madam you have perfected my invention.’ 
The brush of the present day was applied to 
the gin from this suggestion. 

The saws that are now used are an improve- 
}ment inyented by some other man., Whit- 
ney’s ideas were appropriated by others, and 
he reaped much vexation and httle profit 
from his invention, having become involved 
in many law suits. However, his name will 
go down to posterity as the inventor of the 
cotton gin, which made him an immortal 
benefactor of the south. A handsome tomb 
covers his grave in Massa:husetts, which we 
believe was his native state.

“BEARDS BLADE.

debt with his (Beard’s) "part, in 
Beard accused his partner of stealing 
from him, when some words ensued, followed 
by a fight, during which Beard drew bis knife 
stabbing Lively in the left breast, inflicting a 
mortal wound, | 

Beard then escaped, but was pursued and ar- 
res'ed Friday evening and lodged in jail. In 
the meanwhile Lively grew weaker and on 
Saturday died from the effects of the wound. 
The murderer is about fifty years of age, 
while the murdered man was about thirty: 
five. This unfortunate occurrence created a 
big excitement and is much regretted by the 
entire community. 

THE MILLEDGEVILLE MURDER, 
From the Milledgeville Recorder. 

An unfortunate difficulty occurred in this 
city on Saturday afternoon about 3 o'clock, 
in which Mr, Jesse avis, of this place, was 
mortally wounded by pistol shots fired by 
Mr. Sol. Barrett, also of this city. Davis died 
at 5 o’clock Sunday morning. The telegram 
from this city published in the Telegraph 
and Messenger Sunday morning, to the effect 
that the difficuliy was owing to an “old 
erudge,’’ isa mistake. The deceased, Jesse 
Davis, was a young man. over six feet in 
height, and powerfully built. He was 
regarded as a dangerous man, 
especially when drinking. He killed 
Kelsey Tuttle in this city aéié§few 
years ago. Mr. Barrettisasmall man, and 
will hardly weigh 120 pounds. Mr. B. is a 
qitiet. peaceable gentleman, and regrets as 
much asany one could the necessity that 
octasioned the unfortunate tragedy. In his 
testimony as to the cause of the murder Mr. 
Barrett says: I stopped to speak to Whilden 
about receipts, when | saw four men coming 
out of the side gate at the alley back of 
Clark’s store. Jesse Davisin the lead and 
Alex Robinson,Nip Grieve and John Arnold, 
coniing towards the stable. When they come 
Iwas sta ding’on the sidewalk a few feet 
frum the door,. Alex Robinson got between 
me and the stable door and Davis passed on 
the walk to the opposite door, standing 
behind a chair, which chair was on the side- 
walk fronting the stable door.

Whereupon 
Colonel Hill denounced what Massev had said as 
wholly false, stating that he had never been Gas- 
kell’s partner in law or otherwise, when Massey re- 
tracted amid the cheers of the crowd for Hill and 
Stephens, ; 

Massey said he had never made a political speech 
before and took his seat, mortified and reouked for 
his attackon Colonel sill by the audience, who 
witnessed the whole affair.
